Returns Home in Time to Act. 

This was thé consensus of opinion of those 
indirectly interested, but the club’s officials, 
while they did not state $0 officially, did not 
deny the rumor that Trevelyan had eonnect- 
ed himsel@with a London publication for the 
season of 1902. and for that reason did not 
occupy the position of judge last season. 
Trevelyan was in England at the time, but 
returned to this country early enough in the 
year to resume his old place, but instead con- 
nected himself with an eastern turf paper.

‘¥. J. Bryan, who presided over Hawthorne's 
racing last season and whose term of office 
expired when the last race was run last sea- 
son, did not, it appears, retire with as good 
a record for dealing out justice as twas 
thought.

WATIONAL COMMISSION WILL UN- 
DOUBTEDLY RE-ELECT OHIO MAN. 


Presidents Johnson and Pulliam to 
Decide on Chairman of Baseball Or- 
Sanization at Meeting in Cincinnati 
Tomorrow—Impression That Cases 
eof George Davis and Fielder Jones 
Will Be Disposed Of Is Erroneous, as 
It Is a Closed Incident. } |

The only event of official #mportance sched- 
uled for this week in the baseball kingdom is 
the annual meeting of the national commis- 
sion, which wil] occur in Cincinnati tomor- 
row. The meeting fs held in conformation 
with the terms of the national agreement, 
which requires that the presidents of the 
Ameritan and National leagues get together 
Om or before that date and elect the third 
member of the commission f> serve with 
them for the ensuing year. 

There is no doubt Messrs. Johnson and Pul- 
liam will reélect,the pr t chairman, Garry 
Hermann of Cincinnati, o has served in 
that capacity since the national commission 
Was created last September in a way to 
stamp him as the best man for the place. It 
would be interesting to know what would 
happen if either league should object to Her- 
Man's reélection and each should oppose an 
opposition candidate.” The national agree- 
of the 
commission shall be elected by the other 
two members “by a majority.voté,”” With 
only two voting, a majority vote would be 

uite difficult to attain, in case of a serious 

fference of opinion between Ban Johnson 
and Harry Pulliam. It is one of the many 
shortcomings of the agreement that no pro- 
vision is made against the possibility of such 
a deadlock. 

No such deadlock is probable, or even pos- 
sible, at this meeting, of course, and the 
Sbject is simply to point out what may hap- 
pen when Hermann gets tired of filling his 
thankiess office, or when men of less com- 
mon sense may be at the head of one league 
or the other. 


It is an erroneous impression which 
dicts that the national commission will be 
asked to dispose of the cases of George Davis 
and Fielder Jones at this session. The mag- 
nates may discuss and decide the few minor 
cases of dispute which may remain on the 
calendar, but the national commiission has 
nothing to do in the Davis and Jones cases, 
That is a closed incident so far as the com- 
mission is concerned and will remain so. 
The two players are the property of the Chi- 
cago American league so far as all baseball 
law is concerned. There would be no such 
cases in existence if it were not for John T. 
Brush, and the existence of the National 
league committee to consider and dispose of 
their cases is due to the desire of the old 
league to ‘“‘square"’ Brush and keep him 
from further attempts to fracture the peace 
treaty. 


Davis and Jones are not worth scrapp 

over; no two players in the world are. I 
they persist in their intention not to return 
to Chicago and actually carry the matter 
into the courts it is doubtful if they are able 
te obtain judgment for the amount of their 
1004 salaries against the New York National 
league club. Davis might, but it is doubtful 
if Jones’ contract is strong enough. But if 
they should succeed the National] league 
committee will doubtless recommend that 
the league as a whole pay those salaries, 
assessing the sum pro rata on the clubs. 
This will doubtless satisfy Brush on his 
claim that he signed the players in war time 
to weaken the American league and conse- 
quently for the interests of the National 
league. The two players, therefore, have 
three choices—to return to Chicago, to re- 
main idle and take chances on getting their 
salaries, or, at best, to remain idle and draw 


their salaries. 


It is practicaly a certainty that neither 
player will be of any real use to Comiskey 
~sgain, and wonder if expressed by many that 
.. goes not give them their release outright. 
Chicago fans are not prone to admiring play- 
ers who say as plainly as these two have that 
they don’t want to play in thiscity. Base- 
ball lives on sentiment and civic pride, and 
when a city isn’t good enough for a ball play- 
er the city is not likely to have much use for 
the player. The question has been asked 
the writer a hundred times, why the “old 
Roman ’”’ does eet either throw them over or 
make one of the number of advantageous 
trades which he could doubtless negotiate 
for them. The answer is based on much the 


game feeling the public has for the players. , 


It is a matter of sentiment and persona! pride 


with Comiskey. 


No man prides himself more on his dispo- 
sition and ability to treat a ball player well. 
He was one himself when players were none 
too well treated by the club owners, and he 
has always made it a principle to keep a ball 
player satisfied with his berth if he expected 
to get any good work outofhim. Both Davis 
and Jones have been forced to admit, in every 
expression regarding the owner of the White 
Stockings. that they have absolutely noth- 
ing to complain of in his treatment of them, 
yet their.anxiety to get away from him, to 
his mind, gives the impression to the public 
that he does not know how to use a ball 
peyer or to keep a good one when he gets 


The éases of Davis and Jones are not the 
same. Davis has done much that was dis- 
honest, in jumping an ironclad contract for 
the sake of a few hundred dollars, in break- 
ing his verbal and written promises to Com- 
iskey and others many times. In fact, he has 
mace himself a fit subject for the blacklist, 
-$hould Comiskey care to push the case. But 
he cannot be punished in any fairness with- 
t at the same time punishing McGraw and 
h, who are more responsible than Davis 
mer his dishonesty, and the National league 
not strong enough to punish them. Davis 
is unfortunate, because of his love of book- 
makers’ slates, in not being so situated finan- 
clally that he can resist the temptation of 
ready money, no matter what its possession 
involves in the way of broken pledges. | 
' Jones’ case is entirely different. 

He has performed to the best of his ability 
the contracts he has made and no one who 
knows him doubts that he would have lived 
up to them as fully if they had been verbal 
promises, instead of ironclad contracts. In 
signing with New York for this year he was 
acting within his rights before the peace 
treaty was signed, of course. He has never 
promised anything else than that he would 
mot come back to Chicago another year and 
has even threatened to quit the game rather 
than do so. In this method Jones adopted 
exactly the wrong tack. If he had gone 
straight to Comiskey, told him the facts, and 
given him the reason for his desire to play 
in the east, there is little doubt the White 
Sox magnate would have consented to ar- 
range some deal whereby Jones could get his 
with and the local club would not suffer. 
But the player's lack of tact, his boasts that 
he did not have to play for Comiskey and 
would not again—boasts which he was made 
to make in print, although he may never have 
made them in fact—touched Comiskey in a 
tender spot and spoiled all chance of his get- 
ting away so long as the peace treaty exists. 


There is the other principle involved of pot 
permitting the player to continue to run the 
game, as he has been doing in the last three 
rs. If Davis and Jones should be per- 
mitted to make good their threats and dodge 
the national agreement, attempts would be 
made by other players to do the same thing 
‘$n the same way, and they would always 
have the able assistance of John T. Brush in 
their efforts to produce a semblance of unrest 
and anarchy in subversion of organized base- 


ball. 

In standing up for this principle and his own 
personal pride Comiskey is making some sac- 
rifices, because there is no doubt he could se- 
cure material in trade for the men which 
gyould prove more valuable to him than they 
ever will themselves. Davis has been out of 
baseball for practically a year, and his few 

es last season in New York, before the 
njunction prevented further breach of the 
peace, demonstrated that he had lost much 
of his speed during his enforced idleness. 
He is at that age where it is a question 
whether he will ever be able to get it back

Trotting Bred Best as Rule. 


As a rule the best pacers are trotting bred, 
but the Hal blood gives the turf a great per- 
former nearly every season, and for the 
chance it has had this strain is the most 
potent in the production of high class pacing 
speed the world has even seen. Of course 
the champion, Dan Patch, may accomplish. 
much in the stud, just as his sire outbred

‘But Joe Patchen has the undgubted ad- 
vantage of being a member of the Wilkes 
family, which, of all the branches of the

Gambetta Wilkes, 
for in&Starice, one of the most successful sons 
of George Wilkes, so far as ‘the siring of 
standard~speed is concerned, gets a far 
greater percentage of pacing speed than trot- 
ting, and ‘fully three-fourths of his 2:15 
representatives are pacers.

Unusual Interest ‘Is Centered in the 
Meeting of the National Trotting 
Register Association, Scheduled to 
Be Held in New York on Tuesday— 
Name of Apparatus is Misleading 
and at Times Does Not Aid the Horse 
in Trials. 


The meeting of the National Trotting Reg- 
ister association in New York on Tuesday 
will have unusual interest for harness horse- 
men, and, im fact, for all who are interested 
in the achievements of trotters and pacers. 
One of the questions to be decided at this 
meeting is what standing will be given rec- 
ords made with the aidwf methods of pace- 
making not, hitherto used in time. triads. 

The employment of two pacemakers, one of 


which preceded the horse making the trial 


against time, and the use of various devices 
attached to the.carts have caused a great 
amount of discussion and created interest 
wherever the harness horse is .valued.. In 
the popular mind such ‘devices are classed 
together under the comprehensive, but mis- 
leading. term “ wind shields.’’ This term or 
appellation is the cause of considerable mis- 
interpretation on the part of the general pub- 
lic and has led to much misunderstanding, 
becaug#® of its Bpplication to two kinds, of 
devices which™are wholly dissimilar, yet 
have been quite generally classed under the 
same head. . 
Name Is Misapplied. 


The names “ wind shield has been applied 
to everything ‘that was placed ‘on a’ cart 


-drawn. by the pacemaker in front without 


regard to jts purpose or its effect, and with- 
out considering whether its area was méas- 
ured in square feet or/inches. The accom- 
panying illustrations, taken from: actual 
photographs, will be sufficient to establish 


.and impress upon the mind the difference 


between the real “ wind shield’’ and that 
class of devices, fixed below the axle of a 
cart, which is sufficiently described by the 
name dust guard” or dirt guard,” given 
it by its originator, ‘‘ Doc” Tanner. 

So. far aS memory serves, only two horses 
have ever performed in public record triais 
hehind real ‘:-wind | shields.”’ They were 
Prince Alert and Major Delmar. The latter 
did better later behind a cart rigged witha 
simple bit of carivas, designed merely to 
stop, as much as possible, the dust andclods 


of dirt which were thrown off the pace-

maker's hoofs. The admirers of Prince Alert 


will probably always question the judgment. 


of his owners in neglecting to give him a 
similar chance at Memphis under the condi- 
tions prevailing there. 


Runner Only to Regulate Speed. 


Jt is a curious fact, known to few, that the 
Giginal use of a runner in front of Lou Dil- 
low was solely with a view to, regulating her 
spAd. <All followers of the trotting horse 
will:recall her mile in 2:03% at BNghton 
Beach in September, for which her driver 
“was St severely criticised. To be sure, the 
track Was badmas it was the opening day of 
a trotting meeting on a track which had been 
used forrunning races ten days before, and 
the day Was about as abominable, owing to 
a gale of wind, as any on which a record 
trial was Ger attempted. But in spite of 
these handicips Lou Dillon went to the quar-

Not Hindered by Pacemaker. 


Since its adoption, who is there who has 
seen any or all of the time trials Who has not 
repeatedly heard the assertion Ma@dje or read 
it in the reports of the trials that Major Del- 
mar or-Lou Dillon, particularly ‘the latter, 
‘‘was much hindered by the pacemaker,” or 
that “the pacemaker was so far ahéa@ as to 
be of absolutely no service as a wind bréqgk "’? 
It has been heard and written frequently and 
many believe it. Many Know, too, that the 
driver of Lou Dillon's pacemaker has had 
to stand some pretty hard “ knocks,” put 
they do not know the reason. Those wio 


have timed her eighths in close to thirteen 


seconds, who have read of her wonderful 
straightaway quarter in :25%, and who know 
her unlimited brush and gameness, will un- 
derstand that it is’ not so easy to pace Lou 
Dillon as it is a horse like Dan Patch, whose

Lou Dillon Tries to Beat Runner. 


All who have seen her trials know that, for 
a distance, Lou Dillon has almost running 
horse speed and-that, when. she is close be- 
hind her pacémaker, her. ambition to win 
causes her to attempt to Jump out and go hy. 
Many have seen her try it two or three times 
in a mile, and her owner has oftén remarked 
that the driver has to be on the alert every 
instant, when the pacemaker Is close, to pre- 
vent such attempts. Therefore, to get the 
best resuits it was found necessary to keep 
the runner a considerable distance in front 
of the mare. Even this was frequently in- 
effective because of the phenomenal bursts of 
speed, which at times made her easily the 
superior of the runners, handicapped as they 
were, and, of course, it often made her pace- 
making look a little ragged. 

With a. view to avoiding the idea of usi 
qind shields "’ for the purpose of aiding thie

‘Retein Energy for Finish. 


“ The reason. why al! horses go so fast be- 
hind a pacemaker is that their brains are at 
rest and they have all their mental energy 
left for the finish. .That mental-energy is 
what makes, fast horses and racehorses as 
well as great men. The less use you make of 
that the higher their rate of speed and the 
farther they can go. They talk about Horses 
in front and horses behind, but none of them 
ever really try to study it out.

Candidates for Evanston Team Will Be 
gin Training This Week Without 
Captain or Trainer. 


begin light practice this week, with neither 
a captain nor a trainer definitely selected. 
In place of the-latter Director Horace But- 
terworth is expected to assist in his capacity 
of gymnasium director. Who will take the 
post of purple captain no one can say. 

Last spring at the close of a moderately 
successful season on field and track, the 
Northwestern track team elected J. Arthur 
Baird to lead them for the present season, 
with the hope of holding the services of the 
crack shot putter for another’year. Last 
summer, however, Baird gave out a state- 
ment, charging the law faculty with de- 
liberately flunking him in his studies with 
the hope of retaining him for anpther season 
at football and track. After this announce- 
ment, with the implication that his track 
captaincy was a part of the “ plot,’’ Baird’s 
retention as captain was impossible. 

Frank Morris, one of the best two mile 
runners Northwestern has ever had, is tem- 
porarily directing the work. Morris cap- 
tained thé team of two years ago, and dis- 
tinguished himself last year by pulling up 
as victor in the four mile run in the dual 
meet with. Purdue against a strong field. 
Some doubt is expressed as to his eligibility 
for permanent captain, owing to his having 
previousty held the position. Another cap- 
tain will probably be appointed soon after 
the opening of school on this account. 
| Northwestern’s strongest hope in track this 
year must be in the long distances. Stahl, 
last year’s captain; Harry Brown, Scheiner, 
and Johnsor are all out of school this year. 
This quartet was the mainstay of the purple 
all last season in the sprints. With Baird 
and Sexauer out of the weight events, new 
material will have to be developed in the 
thot put and hammer throw if Northwestern 
is to come up even to last year’s record in 
these events. The nervous prostration of 
Davis, Northwestern's only conference win- 
ner last year, puts him out of the running, 
and it would be an optimistic observer who 
would predict a team of first caliber from 
the present outlook. 

Among the long distance men whose work 
last year gives promise of good performances 
during the coming months are Moll; Dudley, 
and Jones. Moll is one of the hardest train- 
ers on the team, and won handily in last 
year’s dual meet with Purdue In several of 
the long runs. Dudley and Jones were new 
men last year, and are expected to develop 
into valvable men for this season. 

Matthews, a former Northwestern academy 
star, is now a freshman Inthe university, ard 
holds the local*academy record in the 100 
vards of 10% seconds. He has played foot- 
ball during the fall, and begins the track sea- 
son in perfect condition. He is the most 
notable arrival among the short distance men, 

Members of the baseball team will train

with the track men this year in preparation 
for early spring.work. Jolin Nuttall, pitcher 
on last year’s team, has announced his in- 
tention of‘coming out for track work in the 
middle distance. He is light, fleet, and heady 
in basebaH, and is expected to add strength 
to the squad which will assemble this 
week. 

Indications still favor the appointment of 
Jerry Delaney of Exeter as purple track 
trainer and coach to succeed Butterworth. 
The board of athletic control will meet to 
pass upon his appointment some time this 
week. In discussing the track situation, Di-

lege of liberal arts. 

“ The spirit in the Chicago departments is 
excellent,”’ said Butterworth, “ but the geo- 
graphical separation of the departments 
seems an insurmountable obstacle.

Athletic spirit at Northwestern was never

* Im olden times, when the royalty of the 


reigning houses was regarded as more sacred 
in character than nowadays, it was cus- 
‘tomary to provide youthful princes of the 
blood with whipping ocoys, who were brought 
up with them, sharing their lessons and 
ir pastimes, but taking upon themselves 
whole of the punishments. For the office 

of whipping boy was one which doomed its 
holder to undergo all the castigation which 
his royal companion deserved, the idea be- 
ing, of course, that it would pain and mortify 
the prince to see his playmate flogged for his 
sake.

ENABLING ACT FO FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 

The Philippines have been in the center 
of the Washington stage for several years. 
People are beginning to get tired of hearing 
about them. Congressmen, perceiving that 
they cease to be good campaign material, 
are ceasing to declaim about them. They 
are lositig their fascination of novelty with 
the public mind. Yet ‘they exist, just as 
they did before. 

Their size in the atlases has not shrunk 
as it has on the political mgep. Their peop!e 
are not fewer but more since the senate 
chamber rang with eulogies of the Wash- 
ingtonian qualities of Aguinaldo. If they 
deserved so well of us then, when they were 
at war with us, they deserve even better of 
us wow that they have made peace. The 
rights of man were invoked for the Filipinos 
when they were fighting and janything but 
a military government was impossible. Now 
that a good system of civil government is 
possible for them is consideration their 
needs to cease? 

The Philippines are indeed under civil 
government, and that government has cer- 
tain powers, conferred as a sort of charter 
by the Lodge bill. The charter is well 
enough as far as it goes, but it doesnot go 
far enough. The powers of the insular eer 
erninent are too restricted. 

The basis, the theory, of a’ proper charter 
should be authority and _ responsibility, 
Give the insular government large authority 
and hold it responsible for its use of power. 
But while it is in power, the home authori- 
ties should not coutinually hamper it with 
instYuctions and advice. The meddling of 
‘the home legislature is the curse of colonial 
government—a curse which Great Britain 
more than any other nation has learned to 
avoid. Great Britain is not owiy the great [ 
est but also the most successful colonial 
power. France governs Indo-Chitia in the 
parliament which sits at Paris, and Indo- 
China is a burden to France and an offense 
to itself. 

This theory. that the home government 
should not meddle with the details. of 
colonial affairs but should pick out trust- 
worthy men to manage the colonies and then 
trust them has been proved so many times 


that it is axiomatic. There can be no profit- | 


able discussion on the matter. 

That being s0, congress can best legislate 
for the Philippines by increasing the powers 
of the Philippine government and by taking 
off the duty on Philippines j rts. The 
last thing must be attended to by congress, 
of course, because it concerns the custom | 
houses of the United States. 

Give the Philippine government power to 
build railroads and to place their cost as av 
insular debt against the Philippine treasury. 


Such a distinguished lawyer as the secretary, 


of war, Mr. Root, who certainly must hare 
given the question niuch attention, says in 


-bis annual report that it is

the j government hal that 
power or uot, The fact that there is a 
question about the power operates to nullify 
whatever power there may be. Bonds the 
validity of which is doubtful cannot be 
flaated. The only remedy is to confer that 
power in unniistakable’ terms. Secretary 
Root reports that, in his opinion, owing to 
the local conditions of the islands, the gov- 
ernment would better go into the railroad 
business itself than depend on private 
eapital, which would delay too long before 
investing, and would not consider strategic 
values as a determinative in the location of 
routes. Again, taking a leaf from the Brit- 
ish colonial book, we find that whereas in 
the islands of Great Britain and Ireland 
railroads are corporately owved, in India 
four-fifths of the roads are state owned.

sion—pass an enabling act, and the enabling 
act should be passed quickly. With it the 
Philippine government could make «better 
terms with a-private corporation if it chose 
that form of management. ‘Whereas, of 
course, if it favored public ownership, the 
enabling act would be esseutial. The 
quicker the Philippine enabling act is 
passed, the quicker will the construction of 
the railroads in the Philippines begin. 
Which is “a consummation devoutly to he 
wished.” 

WHAT 1s A “PIREPROO SCREEN} 
The mayor has ordered half the Chicago 
theaters ‘closed until they shall have “ fire- 
proof” screens. This is well as far as it 
goes, but “ fireproof screen” or “ asbestos 
curtain’ should be defined more strictly 

than it has been the custom to do: 

When the manager of one of the closed 
theaters gives notice that he has complied 
with the mayor’s order there should be an 
inspection to ascertain whether he has put 
in’ a real protection against fire or a * paint- 
ed and perfidious sham.” Asbestos curtains 
made in part of cotton are worse than use- 
less. Steel or iron makes the best fire cur- 
tain, but it is the most expensive, there- 
fore the least used. Steel curtains are not 
in favor among the frugal] owners of theater 
buildings. An asbestos curtain, when well 
made, is a passable substitute. The one at 
the Iroquois was a frail thing, which melted 
‘quickly under the heat of a fire which a 
good curtain, if promptly lowered, would 
have stopped for a few miuutes—probably 
long enough to have saved the life of every 
person in the theater. 

There are asbestos curtains w here the 
fireproof material is plastered Wickly on 
wire gauze. Such a curtain is of value. 
It will not belly ont with the wind when 
lowering. It will keep a fire on the stage 
from sweeping into the auditorium for many 
precious minutes. There is another kind 
of curtain preferred by sordid theater man- 
agers because of its cheapness. There is no 
Wire gauze to giye it stiffness. ‘The asbes- 
tos is mixed with wooed pulp. The com- 
pound wears away rapidly and disappears 
wheu exposed to a strong fire, 

The fireproof curtain at the Auditorjum 

is of steel. As that is the best material the 
Chicago theaters should be required to nse 
it, It is not so easy to adulterate steel as 
it is to mix asbestos with paper. If the 
asbestos curtain is allowed the ordinance 
should require the use of the best quality. 
Perhaps, after Wednesday’ calamity, an 
honest inspector may be found—althongh 
honest inspectors are rare things in Chicago 
——who will refuse to pass a curtain which is 
net of that quality, and an administration 
with backbone may he discovered to sus- 
tain him and keep the theater closed until 
the law has been complied with. — 
_'There should be the proper kind of cur- 
tain, and, as in London, it should be lowered 
once during every performance, so there 
may be no doubt as to being in proper 
working order. 

The theaters which have fireproof screens 
were ordered closed yesterday by the mayor 
because they do not comply with the ordi- 
nances in'some other respects. It should be 
ascertained before they are allowed to rey 
open whether their curtains are fireproof 
of not. Probably they are not. Probably 
the Auditorium has the only fireproof cur- 
tain in Chicago. If so, the theaters which 
pretend to have them should be kept closed 
until they procure them anil also comply 
with other neglected provisions of the or- 
dinances. The municipality should no 
longer, in its criminal “ good nature,” take 
ehances in dealing with the managers of 
Tipsters. | 


NEW TUBERCULOSIS 8: SERUM, 

Dr. Alexander Marmiorek, the bacteriolo- 
gist, who has been connected with the Pas- 
teur institute for many years, contributes to 
the current issue of the Independent an ac- 
count of his preparation of a new serum for 
tuberculosis, as well as of his investigations - 
into methods of preventing tuberculosis by 
means of a vaccine, 

Notwithstanding the failure of the Koch 
tuberculin, that eminent scientist’s imvesti- 
gations have convineed all bacteriologists 
that eventually a biological remedy will be 
found for what has been regarded as an in- 
curable disease, The antitoxic serum 
which Dr. Marmorek has obtained he has 
demonstrated is identical with that which 
the bacillus secretes in the tubercle, and 
with this serum he succeeded in immunizing 
sensitive, animals against’ the tubercle ba- 
ceili” The doctor says “man with many 
more means of defense against. tuberculosis 
ought to be greatly benefited by our anti- 
tuberculous serum, and accordingly we be- 
gan, cautiously «t first, its employment. | It 
has been used now in a large number of 
eases for repminds a year and with excellent 
results.”’. 

These results, are not. convine- 
ing. They do not yet indicate that an un- 
failing remedy has been fonnd, but they 
are steps forward in that direction. In 
cases of tuberculous meningitis none were 
saved at first, but the symptoms were ame- 
liorated and the doctor believes that early 
serum treatment will yet prove effective. In 
the cases of patients suffering from ad- 
}yanced forms of tuberculosis the results 
were more encouraging, and Dr. Marmorek 
asserts that the cure of some of these cases 
as the result of serum injections when no 
other treatment was tried is equivalent to a 
scientific demonstration of the efficacy of 
the serum. Summing up, he says that the 
results so far obtained “ justify us in think- 
ing that we are in possession of a valuable 
remedy for tuberculosis, which deserves the 
attention of the medical profession.” 

It will be observed that the expression 
auoted above is a guarded one, and this 
leads to the conclusion that investigation is 


still in its experimental stages and that Dr, 


However, it should not be:the business of |. 


Marmorek invites further experiments by 
his profession. It is encouraging that the 
use of the serum secures tetiiporary: relief, 
for this indicates that the experimenters are 
operating in the right direction. And yet 
the advance must be slow. The efficacy of 
this or any other supposed remedy can only 
be tested by application in a large number 
of cases, extending over.a long period of 
time, and, aa the Independent suggests, 
“ under the most various circumstances and 
at the hands of observers of all kinds.” It 
will require skill, courage, and, above all, 
patience to conquer this disease which has 
been in the world for time immemorial, but 
it may yet be done. “ Perseverance con- 
quers all things” is true in medical science 
as in every other department of effort. . 


EVERY THEATER CLOSED. 
The.mayor has ordered the closing of all 
the Chicago theaters because they are all 
violators of city ordinances. That is right. 
Let them stay closed until they have com- 
plied in every respect with regulations 
which they have been permitted so long to 
violate with impunity by a supine city ad- 
ministration that has just waked up to a 
sense of its duties and its responsibilities 
to the public. 

The people can get along quite well with- 
out playhouses while the owners and map- 
agers are doing the things which have been 
left undone so long. It is much better that 
Chicagoans should give up play going tem- 
porarily than that their lives or the lives of 
visitors to the city should be exposed to the 
dangers aud terrors of a theater fire. 

Theater managers may plead and ex- 
postulate and argue that the violations they 
have been guilty of are little ones and not 
extra hazardous. The.city has absolute 
power in the premises. The legislature has 
given it authority to license, regulate, and 
suppress theatrical exhibitions. The the- 
aters can be kept closed until! the authorities 
are convinced that they are absolutely safe, 
The managers will put their houses in order 
regardless of expense, if they wish to con- 
tinue in business here. 


GET AT THE DISEASE. 

Will the crime committee go back of the 
punishment of crime into the investigation 
and removal of those ¢onditions which fos- 
ter crime?

Similarities, however, exist between Conan Doylé and Walter Scott and 
between Conan Doyle and Poe which do not admit of this explandtion. 
The smuggler scenes in “ Micah Clark” and * Guy Mannering” are so 
nearly alike as to suggest the influence of Scott on Doyle. The mercenary 
warrior Saxon of, ':Micah Clark,” moreover, is an undeniable replica of 
Dugald. Dalgetty of “A. Legend of Montrose.” In his case, and particular- 
ly in the .case of the smugglers, unconscious assimilntion is out of the

The methods of 
Poe's Dupin and Doyle’s Sherlock Holmes are identical. 

_ Had Doyle not repudiated and criticised Poe's methods the similarities 
might be regarded as literary coincidences resultant on tricks of enfeebled 
memory such as those which plagued De Maupassant and Wycherley.” De 
Maupassant, when in Dr. Blanch’s sanitarium, wrote, in the emotional ex- 
altation of paretic dementia, a weak novel, reproducing unwittingly a 


strong chapter from a former romance. The memory of Wycherley; ‘the: 
hg dramatist, in his later years, was so enfeebled by illness as-to play him 
_ strange tricks. He would read himself to sleep with Montaigne, Roche- 


‘foucald, and Racine, Next morning the thoughts of these authors would 
be written down with entire unconsciousness as original. At other ‘times 
Wycherley would repeat word for word as new his previous, compositions. 
Associations which enable the intellect to distinguish between memory

7) Rew Mysteries of Radium.

HE mysteries of radium are unfolding apace, and 
* it is surprising on looking back to notice how far 
we have traveled since M. and me Curiels won- 
derful discovery in 1898. 
From the first it was plain that the new metal 

emitted light in the ‘dark and would influence a 
‘photographic plate through considerable thicknesses 

of different substances. ‘nen it became evident 

that radium had a destructive effect on living tis- 
sne, which allowed it to be used with success in 
the treatment of cancer and made it dangerous for 
‘experimenters to carry a salt of it in their pockets. 

Later it was announced that radium caused the 

atmosphere to become a conductor of electricity 

and that it emitted continuously such a quantity of 
heat. as ito raise the envelope containing it to a temperature of some two 
Gegrees above that of other things in its neighborhood. Only last month 
a paper by Mr. W. B. Hardy and Dr. H..K. Anderson had been pub- 
Mlisked in. which it is shown that radium held near ¢losed eyes will cause 
Meir possessor to have a sense of light from, as they assert, the ucres, 
cence that it excites in the substance of the eye itself. 

Sut of all the properties of this marvelous metal noue is likely to have. 
more Wide reaching consequences than the discovery which ‘Sir William 
Ramsay described at the London institution a few weeks ugo. Mr. Ru- 
ettord and Mr. Soduy in May last showed that in addition to the three 


a gas which is also “radio-active,” or ray producing, and Sir William 
Ramsay, in conjunction with the last named worker, discovered in July 
that this gas, when sealed up in a tube and left alone for two days; pre- 
sented all the characteristics of the rare gas “ helium,’ which is known 


to be present in the sun, in a few minerals, and in certain natural waters. | 


The obvious conclusion is that radium is not a simple body, hut 4 com- 
pound consisting of helium and what we may call for convenience “ some- 
thing else.” 

This takes us back to some retty old hibtory.. The alchemists, who 
flourished without much break from the foundation of Alexandria down to 
1840, when the hermit'of Staple inn is said to haye given up the chase, 


always deelared that it was possible to transmute or change one metal® 


into another. 


The assertion was founded on theories that we now know , 


to be false, and there is no reason to believe that any of them actually 


turned lead into gold, although they generally proved successful in turn- 
ing the gold they obtained from their dupes into other substances mak- 
ing more for their personal solace, At the same time, most of thém- were 
good, practical chemists and experimenters, and in the course of their 
studies hit on Wiscoveries which have made the modern science of chem- 
istry possible. But their central idea—to wit: that the constituents of ‘all 
know substances, or, in other words, what we now call the chemical eie- 
ments, were in fact but different modifications of one prima materia or 


' primordial substance, was an astonishingly good guess, and one ig is 


now seen to be not far off the truth, 


Now, the chomical elexnents,. which are every year inereasing in num- 
ber, are seen on examination to be, nét a heterogeneous collection of in- 
dependent units, but a series of groups or families, ofjwhich the different 
members, have a strong family likeness. Kach element has a ‘different 


“atomic weight” or proportion in which it combines with the others, and 


this forms a numerical scale in which hydrogen is taken as 1. ° Then 
comes helium with an atomic weight exactly double that of hydrogen, 
‘and so we go up the scale till it ends swith radium, which is said to have. 
‘an atomic weight, 250 times that of hydrogen. But it is a curious thing 
that all those elements whose atomic weights bear a certain constant pro- 
portion to each other resemble each ®ther in their physical properties and 
even m appearance, Thus oxygen, whose gtomec weight is 16, has many 
points in common with sulphur, whose atomic weight is 32, with chromi- 
um [52], selenium [77], molybdenum [97], tellurium [124], and uranium 
- [240]. @The slight discrepancies which prevent every member of this 
group from, having an atomic weight which is an exact multiple of six- 


teen probably are due to miscalculations arising from the impurity of the ° 


specimens from which the calculations have been made and. to. alterations 
jn them produced by changes of temperature. 

The bearing of these dry details upon Sir William Ramsay’s discov- 
ery is this: -If he could succeed in discovering the means of combining 
helium with what I] have ealled the “something else” so as to make 
radium he might hope in time to produce all the other elements by some- 
thing like a doubling process.

To be sure, the same amount of energy, mental and 
physical, expended in some ‘ther pursuit, might bring richer returns in 
cash, but not in the wealth of robust health and happiness, 

By far the larger number, however, of the purchasers of New Ranip- 
shire’s abandoned farms have been -summer residents, vacation visitors, 
permanently domiciled for from two to eight months of the year among 
our hills. A canvass of such residents, now being conducted by the state 
board of agriculture and not completed at the time of writing, has given 
thus far.the names of 2,100 owners of summer homes in our state, most 
of the said homes having been created from what were once abandoned 
farms,

statesy New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, the District of 
Columbia, Virginia, South Gasoiine: Florida, “Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Missouri, Louisiana, Colé@tado, and.

OOD has had more to do with the evolu- 
tion of civilized man than has any 
Other one of his material necessities. 
_ When the cave man gf prehistoric 

times caught his flesh food and pro- 
ceeded to devour it uncooked, he gave to the 
surrounding rocks and trees an exhibition 
of the savage necessities of the age. But 
today when eating has come to be one of the 
Supreme tests of culture and refinement; 
when it has become the basis for the freest 
and most delightful of professional, political, 
Teligious, and social intercourse, and when 
because of it the word “ hospitality ’ has 
come to mean more than almost any other 
relation between man and his fellow men, 
the significance of food is manifest ‘to the 
slowest brain. 


. Long ago the éconemist and philosopher 
hegan to look to the imperfections of food as 
the prime causes of some of the imperfec- 
tions in civilization. Some one has said: 
“Tell me what you éat and I will tell you 
what you are.’

«f disease. It has been discovered, even, 
tnat the most intemperate of temperance 
mdvocates, in the emphasis of their intoler- 
ance of alcohol, are manufacturing alcohol

Men Cease Swearing. 


Curb Habit When Attention Fe Quiche 
ly Called to Profanity. 


ON’T swear. What's the use?” 
é¢ An earnest minister, the Rev. 
Roland D. Sawyer of a Brockton 
(Mass.) Congregational chur¢h, is 
making this the theme for a Hfe 
sermon and a life work. : 
It has been an indictment frequently re- 
turned against the American, that he swears 
more often, more loudly, more profanely, and 
more uselessly than any man of any other 
nationality. 
And this is strange, since the American. 
f all people dislikes to waste time doing use, 
oe things. And certainly it will be admit-, 
ted ¢wearing is useless. The Rey. Mr. Saw- 
yer became convinced of this early in fe. 
He had acquired the village habit of swear-_. 
ing, but once convinced of sin he dropped it, 
He also discovered that swearing is so com- 
mon in America that it ts little noticed. 
After he had been graduated from a 
divinity school he began an active campaign 
against the — of profanity. He drew up 
a simple form pledge and secured the sig- 
natures of several young people in his home 
town of Kensington. This pledge was as 
fo 


llows: 
“J. the undersigned, do hereby resolve to 
use no more profane language of any kind, or 
strong adjectives of any kind. . May. the 
Lord help me to Keep my resolve.” 
He carried this crusade into the factory 
town of Brockton, which also was a swear- 
ing town. By way of carrying this on the) 
minister made use of the fact thatthe aver- 
age person fights shy of the conventional - 
tract, and he had printed the briefest appeals 
on colored cards, with a catch phrase om one 
side and a:little sermon on the other. 
He handed these cards to 
swearing on the street. metimes the 
them under the impression that 
they were tickets. He got out stickers, and 
when he read a newspaper in the train he put 
on a sticker when he had finished it and 
passed it to one of the train employés. : 
His frie~ds became in terested ..s his crusade 
and helmed to paas out his ecards, buying them 
at the rate of $1 a-thousand. The cards were 
neither effensive nor priggish. They laid 
stress on the uselesanese of swearing. on the 
sin, and on the.discourtesy to strangers why 
ng fac 
, hor even consciously profane. 
was to have their attention 
called to the fact that they swore, and they 
glad to cease, ts 
eT bars known of only two instances, 
said Mr. Sawyer, “ where the man handed 
a card showed anything like resentment. 
Usually they apologize for having sworn, or. 
else slink out of sight immediately. . 
The active minister. soon had his cards 
posted. in corner grocery stores, which are 
called “ hot beds of profanity.” and in fae- 
tories where young girls, working alongside 
men, become accustomed to hearing profane 
language from their masculine neighbors. 
in the factories the cards have been of 
great service, it is said. They have enabled 
a girl to call the attention of a man to the 
fact tha: he was swearing simply by pointing 
to a printed card on the wall.

Bvery Victim Menaces Fellow Men. 
The one great truth that has come of these 


: epidemics and these investigations of their 


causes is the emphatic statement that every 
vietim of typhoid fever, whether of the light- 

or of the most virulent type, may be as 
much a menace to his fellow man as if he 
suffered from measles or scarlet fever. As 
indicating’ his status in a community where 
inganitary conditions may exist, Dr George 
A. Soper, consulting engineer and sanitary ex- 
perm, investigating Butler conditions for the 
Engineering News, writes of the brook enter- 
ing the creek 150 feet above the intake pipes 
of the pumping station: 

‘Inasmuch as it is practically a sewer, its 
cofitents must be considered to contain all 
the terrible potentialities of sewage A case

Butler lies just forty-nine miles north of 
Pittsburg and on the banks of Connoquenes- 
sing treek, a stream that in ordinary stages 
is Bbout 400 feet wide. In 1900 the United 
States census @ave the city a population of 
iouee. while since that time the building of a 
grent car works and other conditions con- 
nefting with a “boom” growth, added at 
least 6,000 more people to the community. 
This growth was shown plainly fn the reports 
of the water company for three comparative 
periods ‘ii November, 1901, 1902, and 1908. 
The water used in one week in the first year 
was 10,000,000 gallons; in the second year it 
was 12,000,000 gallons, while in the corre- 

ding week in 1908 it was 19,000,000 gal- 

“Lack of Filters Starts Epidemic. 

The source of this water for years had 
been behind a dam across the creek at Boyds- 
town, seven miles above the city of Butler. 


In 1897 one-half of .this dam had washed 


out and had to be repgired, and when the 
growth of the city made an added supply 
imperative work was begun on a new sub- 
sidiary dam across Thorn Run. This dam 
was almost complete when on Aug. 27, 1903, 
the other half of the original dam gave way, 
leavine the water company to take its sup- 
ply from the Connoquenessing creek, well 
within the borough limits. ‘From Aug. 27 
to Wov. 1 this polluted creek was the source 
of Butler's water supply. A system of filter- 
ing had been followed by the company, but 
ou Oct. 20 these filters were shut down for 
algerations and change, and it was between 
Oct 20 and Oct. 31 that the seeds of the 


“ typhoid epidemic were sown in Connoqyenes- 


sing creek. On Nov. 1 the filters again were 
put inte operation and after the middle of 
the month the water from the new Thorn 
Run reservoir was available.

The disease broke 
out simultaneously in nearly every part of 
the city, one section alone, which receives its 
water from artesian wells, enjoying com- 
parative immunity.”’ 


Butler’s Experience Not the Worst. 

According to Dr. ' Soper there were 1,270 
eases of typhoid fever in Butler up to. the 
middle of December, most of a mild type. 
Compared with some of the other experiences 
of cities in the last twenty-five years the 
fifty-six deaths in Butler to the middle of 
December have not been of the worst. Cater- 
ham, in England, with a population of 5,500, 
in 1879 had 852 cases of the disease with 21 
deaths; Plymouth, Pa., with a population of 
"8,000, had 1,104 cases in 1885, with 114 deaths; 
ahd Ithaca, N. Y., with 13,000 population 
and 1,300 cases, lost 78 of the stricken ones. | 

“The number of deaths at Butler, as com- 
pared with the number af Cases, appears 
small and will likely remain so,” writes Dr, 
Soper in conclusion. ‘In the only other 
epidemic of typhoid with which Butler 
should be compared—Ithaga—the proportion 
of deaths to cases was far smaller than the 
text books would lead one to expect. It-is 
probable that the proportion of deaths at 
Butler will increase, for a large number of 
the cases have not yet passed through their 
critical states, yet a low death rate should 
be anticipated. i 

“There will undoubtedly be more cases 
due the epidemic” than will be known, 
The disease has already been seattered wide 
from Butler, and local. transmission will , 


eontinue. 


Epidemic Now on the Wane. 

* As to the length ‘of time which ‘the epi- 
demic may last, nothing definite can be 
prophesied. Much depends upon the effective- 
ness of the prophylactic measures which the 
state board of health sees fit to employ and 
the spirit with which the public. codperates 
in this work. It is probable-that the worst . 
is over. Provided proper care is exercised in 
the operation of the water works and suffi- 
cient vigilance is employed to prevent the 
further transmission of the disease from per- 
son to person in the borough, the epidemic 
should slowly die out. 

*“ At the present time it is not improbable 
that all of the possible sources of water 
supply are in danger of becoming infected. 
Numerous cases of typhoid fe, r from But- 
ler are being nursed in the country supply- 
ing the bergugh with water, A failure of the 
filters, even though temporary, might cause 
another outbreak of typhoid. It is said that 
the filters were not built for bacterial effi- 
ciency, but to remove the clay and other 
earthy impurities. From now forward they 
will be @alled upon to perform the most del- 
icate work for which a water purification 
plant’ is ever debigned,” 4 

Checked by Citizens’ Work. 

Ags to what has been accomplished toward 
the minimizing of the present epidemic Dr. 
Soper writes of the work of citizens, yvolun- 
teer doctors and nurses, and the campaign 
of the state board of health. ea! 

‘In some cases it was found that every 
member of a household had been stricken 
with typhoid fever; in other cases all but the 
Wage earner were ill, and in some instances 
he was compelled to leave his employment to 
nurse his family. Disinfectants and their 
use, and the proper means of nursing and 
caring for the sick, were unknown to most of 
the people. The number of sick was so large 
that only the worst cases could receive fre- 
quent medical attendance., Instances were 
found in which no physician had visited the 
sick for four or five days. The citizens’ re- 
lief committee procured the services of 
trained nurses, calling upon the resources of 
Pittsburg, Philadelphia, Rochester, and other 
cities to supply their needs. ‘To. accommo- 
date the sick in the best manner practicable 
emergency. hospitals were opened, and for 
this purpose hotels, private dwelling houses, 
and a building intended for a liquor saloon 


/Were pressed into service.” 


State Officers Improve Supply. 

Through the state quarantine officer the. 
board of health’ assumed responsibility and 
authority in the circumstances. » | 

‘A house to house canvas$ was made to 
obtain accurate data of the spread of the 
epidemic. The sources of water supply were 
inspected, and to protect the waters of the 
Thorn Run reservoir from infection by the 
typhoid family on its shore, an intercepting 
ditch and embankment were constructed be- 
low the house. The farmers supplying milk 
to the people of Butler were visited, and 
steps taken to prevent the milk from-becom- 


Ing infected. 


“As & means of affordihg ‘some measure 
of protection to the water supplies of several 
communities located on the Connoquenessing 
below Butler, ah attempt was made to disin- 
fect some of the Butler sewage. For this 
sewer lines 
broken and trenches were dug, 
about 10x12 feet by 6 to 10 feet deep. Several 
of these trenches, or basins, were arranged 
in series and the sewage conducted from one 
to, another before being allowed to continue 
its course to the creek. The sewage in each 
basin was dosed with unsiaked lime and cop- 
peras. The trenches were then covered with 
loose boards as a precaution against the frost. 
Complete unanimity exists between the offi- 
cers of the state board of health and the re- 


lief committee of citizens.’’) 


Teaches Menace of Single Case. 


There is not one line of criticism in Dr, | 


Soper’s article. He has gone about the in- 
vestigation of the causes of the epidemic and 
has traced them in a rational manner, show. 
ing by the unquestioned dates of the break 
in the dam, the taking of water fro the 
creek through. filters ahd the final shutting 
off of the filters, that it was fram the polluted 
creek that the epidemic came, ‘The striking 
showing of the article is in a table recording | 
42 cases of typhoid and 7 deaths in 1900, 28 
cases and 1 death in 1901, 36° cisées and 4 
deaths in 1902, and 1,270 cases and 56 deaths 
before the middie of December, 1993. _ 

The lesson of lessons from the article is 
that a community cannot afford to have a 
questionable water supply under any cir- 
cumstances, and that it must recognize the 
serious menace that one case of typhoid 
fever may be to a whole careléss community,

OW popular a critic would he be who 
‘could see in a picture all its creator 
‘would put there sure and fast, plain 
and clear.

HISTLER never loved the critics and 
W once declared that Balaam’'s ass was 

the first one known to deliver an un- 

solicited opinion. ‘When it was re- 
torted that the ass knew what he was talking 
about, he admitted it, but said he was an 
ass for all that and his kind had never been 
right since. 


equally ready “ for a tube of white lead ora 
smack on the head.’ One thing that en- 
raged him beyond anything was to take no 
‘notice of his ‘attacks. He had an almost 
life long feud with Harry Quilter, the art 
critie of the London Times. Oscar Wilde was 
an intimate friend of Whistler and the 
trouble began with Quilter’s ridicule of the 
esthetic movement of which Wilde was the 
high priest.” Quilter was also a devoted ad- 
mirer of Ruskin. When Whistler sued Rus- 
‘kin for libel and got only half a cent dam- 
ages he wrote a bitter pamphlet against 
Ruskin and Quilter answered it. To pay the 
costs of the suit Whistler had to sell his 
residence—the White house—which Quilter 
called a “ pet plaything,’ and Quilter bought 
it and removed an inscription over the dobr- 
way which Whistler had painted there that 
was a severe gibe on the architect, notwith- 
standing he was a friend of Whistler. “ Ex- 
cept the Lord build the house,’’ it read, “ they 
labor in vain that built it. E. W. Godwin 
built this house.’’ Quilter also added much 
needed bedrooms and a bathroom and in so 
doing changed the front slightly. All these 
thingy brought out bitter letters and com- 
ments from the aggrieved artist. 
_ A year or two later as Quilter was drawing 
a beautiful doorway in Venice he suddenly 
heard a warwhoop and saw Whistler in a 
gondola crying out:

Ast Education of Chicago Exposition. 
PEAKING of the abundance and size of 
S the statuary at the St. Louis exposition 
next year—250 groups, 1,000 figures—the 
London Academy attributes to the Chi- 
cago exposition the enormous progress in 
every part of this country of the desire to 
know and understand art and architecture, 
It ig to be observed in the great centers, the 

small towns, and in all national structures, 
Ten years ago ‘there was probably less 
idea of sculpture, of consistent achitecture. 
or fine decoration than in any other civilized 
country. In the west and middle west the 
popular idea of architectural beauty was 
size; in decoration of color with plenty of 
gold leaf, and in sculpture stone images. 
But the management of the Chicago exhibi- 
tion secured the aid and codperation of com- 
petent advisers, and while the result may not 
have been perfect it was wholly harmonious 
and in good form. The public, with that de- 
sire for culture which is almost a mania 
with Americans, seemed at once’to realize 
the beauty and ‘superiority of the whdle 
scheme.”’ 
This is an exaggerated description of the 
laek of art culture ten years ago. If it were 
strictly true the Chicago management would 
not have conceived the idea of leaving the 
work to contpetent advisers—they could not 
even have selected them—and the'public, 
stead of being delighted, would have been 
disappointed at the result.

becomes soggy in the coils and disagreeable to the touch. 
Such hair is never fragrant. 

“It is almost impossible to dry the hair properly at home. 
A sun rim is of some assistance, but even this does not en- 
tirely free the hair from moisture. A sun rim is nothing burt 
an old straw hat with the top cut out, though one can pur- 
-chase pretty rims which are made for the purpose and which 
* are neatly finished. 

“ The hair is pulled up through the rim and is well dried. 
It must hang in the sun or in front-of a grate fire for a couple 
of hours, or the moisture will not all have disappeared. It 
takes from three to five hours to dry hair so that it will be as 
dry as a bone. 

“And that is where the hairdressers have the benefit.

ROM the hide or wooden shoes of semi-civilized 
races, through the gradations im shape of round, 
pointed, or square toes, high of hee! or lacking 
heel altogether, forms as interesting a story as 
any connected with the details of dress. The 
archaic shoe of undressed leather, the hair worn 
inside, survived in the brogan of Ireland ana 
Scotiand as late as the twelfth century: No 
sole ur extra thickness was added beneath the tread; the 
leather was simply drawn up round the ankle by means of a 
thong, the shoe being, as it were, a kind of bag. Sometimes 
slits were cut downwards from the instep to allow the spread 
of the toes across the tread. The Egyptian, and Roman, and 
Grecian sandals were cut on the same principle, more of the 
leather. however, being cut away, till but a few straps served 
to attach the sole to the foot. 


Pointed Toes the Vogue. 


In the eleventh, twelfth, and thirteenth centuries mod- 
erately pointed shoes-were worn—that is, the points had not 
grown to the enormously exaggerated length which they were 
afterwards to attain. A most comical effect is seen in a 
quaint effigy of this time, showing a woman's feet peeping 
from the hem of her dress, with both toes pointing outward. 

The National museum at Munich exhibits carved and 
pierced wooden shoes of this period, with red heels, the latter 
painted elaborately and gilded, while the other partakes of 
the nature of a clog, having a pad or wedge of wood of extra 
thickness beneath the foot. 

Fourteenth Century Brings Cloth Shoes. | 

By the time the fourteenth century had dawned shoes 
were beginning to be made of cloth, samite, and leather, and 
were beautiful with silk and gold and silver embroidery. 
These shoes were pointed as to the toes; reaching as high as 
the ankle, they had a slit across the instep, leaving space 
for the play of the foot in walking. Frequently these shoes 
showed open lattice work on the toe. 

It was in the reign of Richard IL that we first, hear of the 
pdinted toes having grown to such proportions that small 
chains had to be fixed to the tips to be attached to the knee, 
go that the shoe points could be kept out of the way of the 
wearer and of other people who might tread on his toes as he 
walked.

were succeeded by ribbon shoe ties, which, during the reign

The shoe buckl¢ appeared during the reign of the house 
of Stuart, but did not entirely displace the decorative shoe 
ties until the eighteenth century.

The 
most necessary qualification is the ability to 
give a workmanlike neatness to the whole crea- 
tion, A woman with half an eye may develop 
a knack for trimming 4 hat of straw or felt— 
tacking on a flower or a feather and setting it 
jauntily above a pretty face—but to really make 

a hat of velvet or other material you must know how to 

handle a needle; you must have a firm touch so that when 

you put a'thing “so” fit stays. You must have an eye for 
effect, but you must have also an eye for good workmanship 

or your hat will be a miserably “tacky” affair. . 

The woman, then, who knows how to sew and who wishes 

a modish velvet hat may without fear of failure purchase one 

hat frame of buckram, one and one-third yards of velvet, one- 

half yard of brocade for facing brim, two ostrich plumes, one 
buckle or other ornament with which to hide fastening of 
plumes to hat brim, and one-eighth yard of lining silk for hat 
lining.

To cover the upper side of brim, place the velvet with a 
square corner on a line with the middle of the front in order 
to get the true bias. Pin into place around outer and inner 
. edge. Cut out the crown optning, leaving on one-half inch 
extra; make short incisions around edge of circle to allow 
fitting. Cut the velvet around the outer edge of brim one-third 
inch inside edge of frame. If the velvet does not fit smooth- 
ly, without a single wrinkle, gently and cautiously draw it 
here and there until it does fit, being careful not to stretch it 
out of shfipe. When you are perfectly satisfied with the fit 
_ of the velvet sew it into place around edge and crown opening. 
For the puff cut three bias strips of velvet seven-sixteenths 
of a yard wide, measured on the selvage. Sew these strips into 
a circle and divide the circle into quarters for gathering. 
_ Gather coarsely on one edge without turning in. Turn in the 
other edge one-quarter of an inch and gather with fine 
_ stiches close to the edge; make a second fine shirring one-third 
_ of an inch farther in. You will now have a circle of velvet 
_ gathered once on the raw edge and twice on the turned in edge. 


Applying Puff Most Difficult. 


| Apply the gathered piece to the brim, placing the turned in. 
_ edge of the strip one inch from the edge of brim on the upper 


, into place. When the gathers are evenly disposed all the way 
/ Yround, sew the edge of the gathered piece firmly and neatly to 
the hat. Then fold over the puff to the brocade side of the 
brim; draw up the threads along the raw edge. Pull the 
_ gathers so as to make slanting lines as shown in ‘the illustra- 
tion. Pin down firmly one-quarter of the puff. Take up about 
an inch of the gathers on your needle, draw the thread 
through, then turn the edge under and take a short stitch in - 
‘ethe brim of the hat, Adjust gathers evenly with the point of 
the needle; take up another inch of gathers and proceed as 
before. This is the most difficult part of the whole process and 
requires great patience, | 
Lay a square corner of velvet on the top of the crown, get-. 
ting the true bias in front as before instructed. Pin around 
the edge; backstitch just below the wire on the top of the 
circular side. Trim off velvet just below the stitching. 
 ¢ For the side of the crown cut six widths of velvet on the 
bias, each two inches wide measured on the selvage. Sew the 
widths together, fold the strip through the center, and pin part 
Way around the crown and then sew to the frame. Proceed 
to wind this fold around the crown, a little at a time, and 
sewing firmly into place until there is room for only one more 
strip, 
Place the crown on the brim so the two parts lap a little as 
they did originally. Before you begin to sew the two parts tu- 
gether be sure that the front of the crown corresponds exactly 
with the middle of the front of the brim, and that the top of 
_the crown is level with the brim. When the two parts have 
been firmly sewed together, prepare the finishing fold, which 
‘will cover the joining. 

For this finishing fold turn in both edges of a bias strip 
and double together so it looks like two folds. Pin in place 
_and sew firmly to the hat. Begin applying the finishing fold 
just at the side of the back,’ the least conspicuous place.
